AN ACT for submission to the electors of an amendment ta
Article VvIIT, section 6, of the Constitution
of Nebraska, relating to revenue; to provide
authority for cities and villages to provide
and maintain off-street parking by special
assessments or taxation as prescribed; to
provide for the submission of the proposed
amendment to the electors at the general
election in November, 1972; to provide for the
manner of submission and form of ballot; and
to provide the effective date thereof.

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,

Section 1. That at the general election in
November, 1972, there shall be submitted to the electors
of the State of Nebraska for approval the following
amendment to Article VIII, section 6, of the Constitution
of Nebraska, which is hereby proposed by the Legislature:

n"sec. 6. The Legislature may vest the corporate
authorities of cities, towns and villages, with power to
make local improvements, __ipncluding __facilities __for
proyiding off-street parkina _for vehicles. by special
assessments; or by special taxation of propertysy
benefited, and_to redetermipe apd reallocate from time to
time the bepnefits arising from the acquisition of _such
off-_street parking f_£i11t1§_4_gng._£ e__Legislature may

all municipal corporations may be vested with authority
to assess and collect taxes, but such taxes shall be
uniform in respect to persons and property vwithin the
jurisdiction of the body imposing the same, _except _that
cities apd villages may bg_s_nﬂ_ersﬂ_kx__shs_.L_siglsssss
to assess__and collect separate _and additiopal ta
withip off-street parking districts created by and within
any city or village op_such terms as the Legislature may
prescribe."

Sec. 2. The proposed amendment shall be
submitted to the electors in the smanner prescribed by
Article IVI, section 1, of the Constitution of Nebraska.
The proposition for the submission of the proposed
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amendment shall be placed upon the ballot in the
"following fora:
“Constitutional amendment to permit the
legislature to allow cities and villages to
provide off-street parking by special
assessment and special taxation of property
benefited or within off-street parking
districts and to allow maintenance, repair and
reconstruction of such off-street parking by
special assessments,

Sec. 3. That the proposed amendsent, if
adopted, shall be in force and take effect ismediately
upon the completion of the canvass of the votes, at which
time it shall be the duty of the Governor to proclaim it
as a part of the Constitution of Nebraska.
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
